Hope Is Held 
For Easing of 
Aid Fund Cut 

wAsmHQTON, ^uly a m 
Preslpent Eleenhower seemed like- 
ly today to get a foreign aid au- 
thorisation bill more to his liking 
than the >3.1 16.833,000 measure 
.passed by the house. 
' The house passed Eisenhower's 
aid bill TrUay night with .747!i 
million dollars lopped from Uie 
Presldent'a originnl refluest. And It 
knocked out Just about all of the 
bill's long-term aid features which 
marked a new approach to overseas 
assistance this year. 

Pinal house 'passage by a 254-154 
rollcall vote climaxed a day-long 
series ot votes which found the 
bill's supporters on the defensive 
most of ' the time. 

The measure now is slated for ad 
justment with a senate-passed bill 
closer to the Prtsldenfs requcit. 
The senate authorized a half bil- 
lion dollars more than the house 
and approved some of the long- 
range authority Elsenhower wanted. 

Since the usuaJ practice is to 
comproml5e somewhere between the 
extremes of differing house and 
senate bills, the conferees are eX' 
pected to come up with a measure 
providing more money tlian the 
house version. 

However, during Prlday's hectic 
house session, climaxing a week of 
debate, aid critics served notice 
they will oppose any com^romlie 
measure which they think gives In 
t^ much in the senate.

Moore, 34. of West 'Virginia and 
William C. Cramer, 35, a Harvard 
law man, former county i^ttomey 
and the first Republican to be elect- 
ed to congress from Florida since 
1875. 

Representative Cramer was co- 
sponsor, with Rep. Kenneth B. 
Keating, R., N. Y., of the resolution 
to start the Investigation.

tlve Cramer. All.crlmlnal procedure 
and law enforcement have beeh 
placed in Jeopardy. He therefore 
sees this as an emergency situation 
on which there should be corrective 
action by this session of congress. 

The house will have plenty of 
time to go into these matters while 
the senate Is filibustering on the 
Elsenhower civil rights program. 
But there la some doubt whether the 
senate will have time to consider 
any new legislation, as thoroughly 
It needs lo be studied, before 
congress adjourns. 

There Is a further risk here in 
that introduction of corrective leg- 
islation may open the ' doors lo 
many extreme amendments, such as 
limitation of supreme court Justices* 
terms and congres.<]lonal review of 
the court's decisions. 

Sen. Strom Thurmond, D.. s. C, 
has ev en pr^po eed'l o ban th e tuuit 
from hearing appeals on cases In- 
volving public schools. 

There Is an even more serious 
question. The supreme court acted 
to protect civil llbertles'guaranteed 
by the constitution. So what will be 
the constitutionality of any la'ws 
now passed by congress to set aside 
the effects of these controyeislal 
supreme court decisions? 

There Is prospect here for a long 
series of test cases that might drag 
through the courts (or years lo (Innl 
decisions.
